SAYS MAYOR AFTER TRIP 


What Can Be Done With Later Maturities Depends on the Nature 


of National War Loans—All Cities of Continent Ha’ 


Trou- 


ble With Debte—May Get Settlement With Filtration 


“Our immediate financial needs have 
been arranged for,” said Mayor Evans 
in commenting on the results of his 
trip east. 

“What Wwe shall be able to do in re- 
gard to the maturities later on in the 
year will depend to a great extent 
upon the time and nature of the Cana- 
dian and American war loans. 

“The problem of making both ends 
meet in respect to current revenue and 
expenditure,” went on the Mayor, “is 
claiming the attention of all the cities 
on the continent. In Toronto stringent 
steps are being taken to lessen expen- 
diture, and in Chicago they are pro- 
posing that all the civic employees 
shall lose three days’ pay per month. 
In Montreal the situation is such that 
the government is appointing a com- 
mission of five to take contro! of the 
city's affairs out of the hands of the 
mayor and city council. The council 
will remain as a purely advisory and 
ornamental body.” 

In Ottawa, in addition to arranging 
matters of finance, the mayor said 
that he was able to adjust a few af- 
fairs concerning the city with the De- 
partment of Justice. Details of these 
would be given out as soon as they 
had been passed by the government 
department. 


In New York he met the vice-presi- 
dentof the New York Continental 


Jewell Filtration Company, a firm 
which has a claim of some $30,000 
against the city for alleged breach of 
contract in regard to the new filtration 
works contemplated In 1914 and on 
which some work was carried out. 


The mayor remarked that neither 
side was able to arrange anything de- 
finitely, as he could not give any un- 
dertaking without it going to the city 
council and on the other hand, the 
company's representative wished to 
see the sub-contractor on the matter. 
He, the mayor, believed that the city 
would shortly _ receive a communica- 
tion from the company which would 
form the basis of a settlement. 

Stating the result of an interview 
with the general officer in charge of 
mobilization, the mayor said ‘If a sec- 
ond depot battalion is required in Al- 
berta it will come to Edmonton.” 

The mayor added that he found the 
officer in charge, Gen. Gwinne, most 
sympathetic with the desire of Ed- 
monton to have troops trained in the 
city, and he made the promise as em- 
bodied in the above statement. 

Harking back to financial matters 
the mayor said that there was every 
reason to believe that the city would 
be able to get through.

no market. The settlement was per- 
haps not so spectacular as the Klon- 
dike rush, We cremated no Sam Mc- 
Ghee and did not shoot any danger- 
ous Dan McGrew, but instead of the) 
settlement being made by miners who 
enter a mining country to make 4 
stake and get out, the northern part 
of this province was settled by men, 
women and children who were there 
for permanent settlement. 
War Homesteading 

In the history of Canada, in order 
to find a case where an equal num- 
ber of people endured greater hard- 
ships and performed greater service 
for their country, it is necessary to go 
as far back as the settlement of Lord 
Selkirk or the United Empire Loyal-| 
ists, but even they became discour- 
aged, The mind of the people is best 
epitomized by the farewell message of 


Lieut. John Pringle, who left his 
shack to walk many miles to the end| 
of steel to enlist here for service. He} 


was brave enough to earn the Vic- 
toria Cross by silencing single-handed 
a machine gun, but when he left his| 
shack he wrote on it, “War is hell, | 
but what is homesteading?” 

It was into a country in which con-| 
ditions such as these existed that the 
Dunvegan railway was projected. | 
Settlers in that country had carried! 
the front trenches of wheat produc-)| 
tlon and had dug themselves in. They 
occupied the greatest salient in the 
wheat line and it would be most un-| 
becoming and ungrateful if on this 
first occasion an. audible expression 
of the gratitude of this people was 
not made, Although there wes an 
unmistakable expression of opinion of! 
the ballot-box last June, and it is a 
matter of pride and satisfaction that 
instead of people having to move out) 
of that country and make a Joss of 
their energy and money that they had 
expended there, they are now produc- 
ers of foodstuffs which were never in) 
such need before. The Roberts farm 
on Bear Lake, Grande Prairie, this 
year produced over 10,000 bushels of 
wheat for export. There are nine ele- 
vators at three stations on the Dun- 
vegan railway within fifteen miles, 

We want to have the Peace River 
line extended west through the mag- 
nificent farming country along the} 
north side of the Peace, and also built 
over some twelve miles to the oil well 
in which there now stands well up to} 
h00 feet deep of good rich black oll, 
It is interesting to remark in this 
eonnection that, contrary to what was 
done in other parts of the province, 
the northern people did not think it 
advisable to refine their oil before 
they found it. This procedure had not 
met with an unqualified success so it 
was decided to find the black heavy 
variety. 


Railway to Coast 

As some criticism has been made of 
the people of the north for wanting 
to get a railway to the coast, it is 
desirable at this time to disclaim that} 
the people of the north are animated 
by a desire to sever their business re- 
lationships with other parts of this) 
province, but as other districts have 
railways running through them east 
and west, we think it is in our inter- 
ests to have an east and west railway 
across the north of the province. We 
believe that as trains seem to run} 
very satisfactorily through the Crow's 
Nest, Kicking Horse and Yellowhead 
Passes, they would run through the 
northern passes. We do not think} 
that the southern passes are put there 
for railways and those in the north 
for, say, purposes of ventilation, 
There is plenty of free air in the 
north, but we realize that it is only 
hecause of the abnormally high prices 
obtained for food products at the 
present time that farming can be car- 
ried on at a profit; that if we were 
only getting the average price pre- 
yailing before the outbreak of this 
ar, that arming must be carried on| 
at a loss, and in order that northern 
Alberta should thrive we must find a} 
market for our products nearer than) 
Fort William. By the construction of 
a line to the Pacific coast we will in- 
terest people who omherwise would 
not be interested; we will tap new] 
sources of emigration and get a new} 
impetus of settlement, and while some} 
portion of our business will necessar- 
ily go to the coast, yet a part of it) 
still to be done te the south of us 
will be greater than !f we weer denied} 
an outlet which would enable us to) 

do business profitably, 
Balance Up Province 
We wish to balance up this prov-} 
ince. It has been settled from the 
south, not because there is more 
wealth in the southern part than the 


north—because it is stated by those! 
who are in @ position to know that 
there is more wealth north of this 


point than there |s south—but be- 
cause the gouthern part was more ac- 
cessible to settled parte, and with as 
many people north of here, and as 
many railways and other means of! 
development, we are sure that every 
inhabitant of this province would be 
proud of it.

55 Men Indicted at Sacramento 
Following Investigation 
by Federal Agents 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 8.— radeon! 
Workers of the World, on the Pacific 
Coast, have planned wholesale des-| 
truction of industries and shipping ana | 
other interference with the prosecu-| 
tion of the war, it was said today at} 
the department of justice. The indict- 
ment of 55 men at Sacramento by a 
federal grand jury is the result ot 
recent investigations by government 
agents, who discovered that leaders 
were plotting sysiematic sabotage. The 
investigation was a direct result of 
the attempt to blow up the governors 
residence at Sacramento. Agents dis- 
covered a nest of plotters Whose ac-j 
tivities extended throughout the pa-| 
cifle coast, 

In addition to blowing up factories, | 
plotters intended to foment strikes 
among women engaged in war indus- 
tries, and among the employees of 
orchards, 

Forty-six 
are held in 
Nine others reside in 
Francisco, Separate 
charge William Hood and G, F. Voet-| 
ter, named in the conspiracy indict- 
ment with conspiracy.

General Manager's Address, * 


The General Manager, Mr. W. 
E. Rundle, spoke as follows :— 


I wish to begin my remarks to- 


day with a few words regarding 
our staff. The loyalty and effici- 
ency of its members, always 


marked, never stood higher. Our 
men have responded freely to the 
call to arma, 61 having enlisted

He 
was killed in France on July 6th 
last. Many of you will recall that 
he was with us a year ago at our 
Annual Meeting, having returned 
a few months before to recover 
from a very serious wound. Cap- 
tain Molson was a man of unusual 
character and ability. His sincer- 
ity and charm of manner endeared 
him to all who knew him. A fine 
soldier, he died as he had lived. 


Staff Carries on With Reduced 
Numbeis. 


An increasing burden was cheer- 
fully borne by the staff last vear. 
The addefl duties imposed by a 
greater volume of business and 
by enlistment in the army, made 
the work unusually heavy.

Sheet now presented shows a con- 


siderable increase in our holdings 
of securities of this character, 
This cleas of security, while yield- 
ing a much higher rate than was 
obtainable previous to the war on 
similar securities, does not vield as 
high a rate as the mortgages paid 
off 


The net result is a reduction in 
the average rate of interest obtain- 
able on the total invested funds.

The Assets under administra- 
tion now amount to $76,722,636.36, 
an increase during the past year 
of $7,625,680.75, and T am happy 
to say that all our Offices have 
contributed to this result. The 
figures are large. They speak for 
themselves, and much louder than 
words can do of the public con- 
fidence the Company enjoys.

Canada’s War Loans and the Com- 
pany’s Share in Them. 

The most notable financial 
event of 1917 in Canada was the 
Victory Loan. In response to a 
request of the Canadian people by 
the Finance Minister to lend the 
Dominion Government $150,000,- 
000, the people offered $419,000,- 
000,—n really wonderful perform- 
ance. The full significance of 
these figures is only grasped when 
bearing in mind that the Canadian 
peoris had already, since the out- 

reak of war, provided the Do- 
minion Government with $350,- 
000,000, the amount of three previ- 
ous domestic War Loans. The 
Finance Minister, the various Vic- 
tory Loan organizations, the Press, 
the Pulpit, and the people of Can- 
ada have cause for a justifiable 
pride in the achievement. 

Our Company was able to sub- 
scribe for $38,800,000 of Victory 
Bonds. This was all new money, 
and included, of course, not only 
Capital and Guaranteed Trust 
Funds, but moneys held for Invest- 
ment as Executor and Trustee.

In the year 1913, Canada's bor- 
rowings, including those of the 
Dominion and Provincial Govern- 
ments, Municipalities, Railway 
and other Corporations, amounted 
to $373,000,000,.

At recent meetings of banking 
and other institutions, emphasis 
has been given to the seriousness 
of the world's food problem, The 
subject is so momentous, so vital

One wonders 
whether we who live in countries 
so largely agricultural will fully 
realize, before perhaps it is too 


late, the bearing of this question 
not only upon the armies in the 
field, but upon thelr civilian popu- 
lations, in determining their power 
of resistance.

North American Continent, with

The 
ime for seeding will be upon us 
in but two short months,-—and as 
we sow so shall we reap. 

The outlook at the moment for 
the ensuing year seems to be one 
of continued industrial activity. 
With labor in great demand, with 
high wages, with high prices for 
farm products and for merchan- 
dise, and with money freely in cir- 
culation, Canada's experience in 
1918 will probably be much the 
same as during the past year, un- 
less through the defeat or sur- 
render of the enemy, the war 
meanwhile should end. When that 
end will come, no one can foresee. 
A year ago, great hopes were ex- 
preesed,—-and not without some 
warrant,—that the year 1917 
would see the enemy defeated. 
But unforeseen events have port- 
poned our expectations. If, how- 
ever, we stand at the threshold of 
a@ new year with less prophetic 
sight, we also stand with strength- 
ened purpose to persevere to a vic- 
torious end.

One of 
the great lessons of the war is the 
resourcefulness of nations in over- | 
Meh d obstacles which would 
have been thought unsurmount- 
able. Who would have thought 
that Canada could raise an army 
of 500,000 men, could in a single 
appeal accomplish a Victory Loan 
of $400,000,000, could manufac- 
ture articles with the precision of 
a five-thousandth part of an inch? 
And yet all this will have been ac- 
complished in less than four years’ 
time, Who would have predicted 
that Great Britain could raise an 
army of 6,000,000 men, or provide 
$37,000,000 a day to finance a 
war? Who would have imagined 
that the United States would 
gather an army of a million men 
in nine months? Who would have 
believed that she could appropri- 
ate in one year for expenditure, 
as she has done for 1918, eighteen 
and a half billion of dollars; 
whereas her total expenditure 
from the date of her independ- 
ence down to the time she entered 
this war was but twenty-nine bil- 
lions? These {llustrations are but 
a few which Indicate the reserve 
power which lay hidden in nations. 
The war has quickened man’s per- 
ceptions, stimulated his initiative, 
revealed his courage and strength- 
ened his purpose. It is this new 
giant who will meet new condi- 
tions. 


Confidence in Canada. 

We in Canada have no reason to 
think that our resourcefulness as 
a people will falter or fail us after 
the war. We have a country and 
a people abounding in material, 
moral and spiritual resourceful- 
ness. The wastage of war can 
only be made good from the ma- 
terials which come from the 
ground. To this extent—and it is 
important—countries like Canada, 
which abound in raw materials, 
obviously possess advantages over 
less favored nations. I believe 
that if we-but work together in 
mutual faith and good-will, we 
can face whatever lies before us 
in sober confidence. 

Before closing I desire to ac- 
knowledge the valuable services of 
Messrs, Thomson, Dickson & Shaw, 
and of Messrs, Finlayson, Auld & 
Mackechnie, agents of the Com- 
pany at Edinburgh and Glasgow, 
respectively.

Anniversary of Two Famous Championship Battles 
Tomorrow will mark the anniversary of bv0 108 phe GreAten pate 
tles for the heavyweight championship 0 America, was 1 Feb 
7, 1848, that Tom Hyer defeated Yankee Sullivan in the first battle 
ever held for the American title, and it was thirty-three years later, 
on Feb. 7, 1882, that John L, Sullivan won the big title by defeating 


2addy Ryan. : 
mee Ainarica's first championship bout was held at Rock Point, Md. 
Tom Hyer, in taking to the fighti ng game, was but following the 
example of his father, Jacob Hyer, who was one of the principals in 
the first ring battle on this side of the Atlantic, about a century ago. 
His opponent was “Yankee” Sullivan, a native of Ireland, whose real 
name was Frank Murray, “Yankee had whipped most of the good 
men in England and Ireland before coming to America, With him 
came another Irish pugilist, MeCluskey, who was soundly licked by 
Hyer. The latter met “Yankee” in a saloon, and, after some words, 
they engaged in an impromptu brawl! which resulted disastrously for 
Sullivan, He then challenged Hyer to a fight in the ring, and his 
defl was accepted, The bout was for the heavyweight championship 
of America and $10,000, This was the first fight in America for the 
big title, and a vast crowd of fans braved the cold weather to see the 
mill, Tho battle was with bare knuckles, of course, and under the 
old “slaughter-house” rules. For fifteen rounds Sullivan fought 
gamely, but in the sixteenth he was grogsy and shaky, and Hyer 
knocked him out, By this victory Hyer became the first of a long 
line of American champions, Four years after whipping Sullivan he 
challenged Perry, “the Tipton Slasher,” to battle for the heavyweight 
championship of the world, but Perry refused. liyer retired from 
the ring soon afterward, but he lived to be sixty-eight years old. 
Always open-handed, he soon spent and gave away his ring earnings, 
and in his latter years was dependent upon friends, 
The fight between John L, Sullivan and Paddy Ryan, by which 
the former became champion, was staged at Mississippi City, Miss., 
Feb. 7, 1882. Ryan had won the American title two years before by 
whipping Joe Goss in an eighty-seven round bare fist bout in West 
Virginia, and his friends thought he would have an easy time with 
“the Boston Strong Boy.” On the contrary, It took John L, just nine 
rounds to lick Ryan,

Regulations For | 
Motor Vehicles 
Kept By Dealers 


————_-1__- —- 

The following regulations govern- 
ing the registration and operation of 
motor vehicles owned or kept by 
manufacturers or dealers, and not 
kept by them for private use or hire, 
have been passed by the provincial 
government: 

(1) The fee for registration shall 
be $25.00 and $1.00 for each eet of 
number plates for three motor veh- 
icles; provided, however, that addi- 
tional number plates may be supplied 
to a manufacturer or dealer in motor 
vehicles on payment of a fee of $10.00 
for each additional set of number 
plates. 

(2) The registration of a manufac- 
turer 6f déaler in motor shaft 
entitle the manufacturer or dealer to 
use said number plates on motor yeh- 
icles for demonstration purposes only, 
and not for the purpose of conducting, 
maintaining or carrying on an auto- 
mobile livery, or letting or exposing | 
motor vehicies for hire or gain, or 
for private use; and no such gegistra- 
tion shall apply to any motor vehicle 
which may be owned individually by 
any member or _ stockholder of any | 
company, firm or association, manu- 
facturing or deating in motor vehicles. 

(3) Any manufacturer or dealer 
who his obtained a dealer’s certificate 
of registration shall, before he uses a 
motor vehicle for private use or hire, 
obtain an ordinary motor Ucense 
therefor.

In the utilization of the metric sys- 
tem in designating tire size the Good- 
year company has inaugurated a 
radical change in the method of de- 
termining the size. American tire sizes 
are expressed by the outside diameter 
and the cross section diameter. Metric 
sizes are determined by the size of 
the rim on which the tire is to be used 
and the cross section diameter. For 
instance, a 30 by 3% tire in metric 
terms becomes a 90-585, meaning a 
cross section diameter of 90 mm. to fit 
arim of 685.mm. An inch equals 
about 25 mm:

When Canada needs grain and hogs 
I think it isn’t of much use to talk 


about grain and hog production alone, 
but some one should do some talking 
about Canada’s, farms, and farmers, 
as well, 

A good many people who are more 
or less interested in farming are in| 
that wrong opinion that grain can be| 
grown on prairies alone, and most of 
them don't know that here, in Can- 
ada are the so-called bush countries 
with splendid soil and lots of rain. 
While I have been living on my farm 
in a “bush country,” in nine years 
time I never had too much rain, nor 
drought, nor frost, nor hail, nor rust, 
because the forest regulates the wea- 
ther more than one can think. 

But some one will ask, why those 
bushy districts don’t produce as much 


crop as prairies, and don’t send as 
much grain to market? 
I will tell you why: Because most 


of the farmer's lands in that part stay 
idle, uncleared, unbroken and unculti- 
vated, because to clear and break and 
cultivate, and prepare for seed, much 
land in those countries is not a job for 
one or two men. 

Land Clearing Gang. 

The banks, the loan companies, the 
land companies, the Canadian Gov- 
ernment and every association with 
money on hand should give those far- 
mers help. They, for instance, should 
organize big gangs of men with a good 
foreman, equip those gangs with all 
the modern stump pulling machinery, 
the best tractors, and send them out 
to clear and break the lands for those 
thousands of farmers with good land 
which they are not in position to do, 
The work could be charged against 
the land and the farmer would *be| 
started in business right away, and 
could repay his debt in a very short 
time, 

Now, suppose ther@\ would be one 
thousand farmers who would be start- 
ed in larger farming through this 
problem, and instead of seeding at| 
present 10 acres, they could seed 100} 
acres. Since, as a general rule, we get

In many instances people think that | 
grain production in bush countries is 
light. Yes it is, but why? It is so hard 
to break and cultivate land in the) 
bush, that a fellow cannot stand the| 
temptation not to seed all the few 
acres of the land he has year after 
year and only for that very reason I, 
myself too have been seeding my fields 
with grain for nine years with no 
manure, no summer fallow,no rotation, ! 
and still at Entwistle fall fair I pulled 
down most of the prizes for grains, 
grasses and vegetables. 

But, if our farmers could get those 
gangs of men to help them clearing 
hay meadows, there could be had 
thousands of tons of hay more, and 
thousands of head of cattle more 
could be grown and the cream and 
beef would be five times bigger than it 
is at present. 

Alfalfa for Live Stock. 

Lots of people must know that it 
doesn’t matter what you dc, you can 
not grow alfalfa and clover in some 
parts of the world. But here, where I 
am living, alfalfa grows without any 
difficulty. For the sake of alfalfa alone 
this country should be given all the 
help and support it needs. 

But, as the things are at present, 
people are leaving the country one 
after the other. And it is because they 
don't have much of that $2 wheat to 
sell. They are looking at the farmers 
on the prairies and are going out 
there in hope to own an automobile 
next summer—lI don't blame them, but 
suppose there would be something

Progressive Farming Community 
North of Peace Produces Much 
Meat and Grain 


——— 
Buietin News Service, 

The rural munieclpality of Fairview 
comprises twelVe t0wnships on the 
north eide of the Peace river, in town- 
ships 80, 81 and 82, in ranges 1, 2, 3 
and 4 west of vhe 6th meridian. The 
financial condition of the district is 
satisfactory, the taxes are pretty well 
paid up and the monicipality has been 
able to considerably reduce their lia- 
bilities and thelr notes at the bank 
have deen all cleared up, The coads 
of the distriot are now all well im- 
proved and ‘the affairs: of the munici- 
pality are mow quite satisfactory for 
such a new settlement, 

There has been an Increase in the 
production and also in the ca>vacity 
for production of grain and meats in 
the district. The acreage ts doub.e 
what it was last year and most of it 
is well prepared for crop. 


|, The farmers are all well supplied 
| with 


hogs. The supply of hogs and 
broow sows is sufficient in proportion | 
to the amount of n that is ex-) 
pected to be raised for hog feed. 1’ is 
too far back from ¢ railway t» im- 
port grain or mill feégs to fatten hogs. 

Waterhole settlenignt is 25 intles 
60 miles trom 
Peace river station, le @alley hills 
of the Peace river are obstacles to 
easy transportation either rvute, 
The farmers are anxiously walting the 
time when the railway will be ex'end- 
ed to a point on the north side of the 
Peace river nearer to the Waterhole 
settlement. At present if a farmer has| 
a good crop of wheat it takes him 
nearly all winter to ‘haul it tu the near- 
est railway. 

Though but a few short yours ago 
this part of the country was unsct- 
tled, however, there is not now any 
vacant land in the whole munteipality 
of Fairview and many of the home- 
steaders have received their vaterty, 
or at least have been there long 
enough to complete thelr restitence du- 
ties. Most of the farmers, too, have 
their needed improvements completed, 
A very small percentage, prebably 1 
per cent. of the farms, have been | 
mortgaged. 

As a sample of how land values 
have increased the case of Sam Ciler 
might be mentioned. He sold his 
homestead recently for $4,500 through 
Rod McKenzie, to Charles Swindish, of 
Washington, U.S, It was a well im- 
proved farm and mostly all broken. 

The wheat crop of the Waterhole 
district last year was quite satisfac- 
tory, with an average wheat yield of 
20 bushels per acre, though some ex- 
tra good fields yield high as 45 
bushels per acre. Th ra profkable 
yleld ‘was on the faymmof Henri. No- 
bert, who won first prize im ithe stand- 
ing fleld grain competition held under 
the auspices of the Waterhole Agri- 
culture society. Most of the wheat of 
the district graded from No. 2 to No. 
4 northern this year and the price re- 
ceived has been satisfactory, except 
for the theavy discount owing to the 
distance from the markets of the 
world, About two thirds of the grain 
crop of the Fairview municipality. was | 
wheat and the rest oats and barley.) 

The costly transportation increases! 
the cost of the machinery used in tihe! 
district and besides the cost of farm) 
machinery is being still further raised 


| by ‘the companies this season. Thus 


the increased cost of production anid! 
transportation of the crop about bai-| 
ances the increased price received for} 
the grain crop. | 

The cost of hog production ts in- 
creased, not only by the increased val- 
ue of the grain fed to the thhogs, but! 
also by the increased cost vo: the hog 
wire used for fencing the hog pas‘ures. 
Hog wire in the Waterhole district is! 
now about double what it used to be. | 
Thus the net result of the high prices 
for farm products is abouf the same 
as with the former average prices, ow- | 
ing to the high cost of transportation | 
and the greater expense of necessary | 
implements and supplies. 

Very fea of the farmers in thie mu- 
nicipaiity employ hired help on their 
farms, and if they did they would find 
difficulty in procuring the help. There 
may be a serious labor shortage in} 
the district next harvest owing to the! 
increased acreage making more help | 
necessary In some cases. As yet the | 
farmers of this locality have not em-| 
pores any tractors for farm cultiva- | 
don, 

Mixed farming has brought success 
to all. The livestock shipments have 
already made a considerable total 
Since Christmas a total of nine cars 
of hogs have been shipped from thie 
Westrict. Two of these cars were mar- 
keted co-operatively by the members 
of the Waterhoie Livestock Shipping 
association, affiliated with the local 
Farmers, Mr. Dodge| 
has alss shipped three vars of hogs in 
the same period, 

Four schools are in operation in the 
Fairview muhicipality. They are Wa- 
terhole, Blue Sky, Cmaddock and Van- 
rena schools. At all of these the fu- 
ture eltizens of the municipality are 
receiving a good education under ca- 
pable instructors, 

At Waterhole there are now two 
stores, being those of W. H. Craig and 
the Waterhole Trading Co. The Wa- 
terhole Trading ©o. also have a store 
four miles east of Waterhole P.O. Mrs. 
L. D, Wyman is erecting a atore, 
blacksmith shop and stopping place 
at Friedenstal, near the surveyed right 
of way of the proposed extension of 
the Canada Central railway. 

To help supply the demand for more} 
horse power fur the farms of the. lo- 
cality, shipments of horses will be 
brought in by Rod McKenzle and A. 
D, Madden. The herde of cattle are 
steadily Increasing, not only by the 
young stock raised on the farms of the 
district; but also by purchases of cat- 
tle imported for or by the settlers. 

There were five thresters in the 
neighborhood of the Waterhole dis- 
trict last year. They were W. C. Cha!l- 
mere, W. T. Johnston, W. A. Hem- 
stock, O. Rahn and Casper Bros. Each 
year has eee a steady increase in the 
bulk of grain threshed in thts district.

As a means of solving the high cost 
of living Mr. John Grigat, one of Le- 
duc's pioneers, and a man of chagac- 
teristic initiative and resources, has 


worked out an ingenious plan to keep} 


the household expenses within 
onable limits. During the month of 
May a plentiful supply of fish ascends 
to the Blackmud Lake, beside his re- 
sidence. After ten or fifteen days the 
fish again descend to the river. 

To insure a supply of fresh fish all 
the year round, Mr. Grigat has exca- 
vated a pond beside his house, which 
he can keep constantly filled with the 
necessary supply of water by means 
of his well and wind-mill. During the 
short period the fish migrate to the 
lake, it is his intention to catch as 
many as possible 
was 700), and place them in this pond 
whfle alive. Thus securing a supply 
of fresh fish all the year round. 

On this plan being related to Tom 
Hamilton, one, of the best travelled 
and most observant of the settlers of 
Leduc district, he commented on it 
as being very simple, ingenious and 
useful, In all his travels he had seen 
that plan adopted only by one man, 
who lived jn thé valley of the Missis- 
sippi.

500: TRACTORS 
ON LOCAL FARMS 
SEASON OF 1918 


100,000 Acres Crop Land to be 
Cultivated by Tractors 
Around Edmonton 


An accurate compligtion of the trac- 
tors in use on the farms of the terri- 
tory tributary to Edmonton ts difficult 
to obtain owing to the many rival 
competing tractor agenis and agencies. 
However, a genfleman closely con- 
nected with the tractor trade estimates 
that there were about 250 sold in re- 
cent months, which, with the tractors 


previously in use and those yet to be} 


sold before time for spring work would 
bring the available number of tractors 
up to 500 or more, which will be busy 
on the farms round about Edmonton 
during the coming season, 

Taking this estimate of the tractor 
expert as a basis, it shows that about 
$500,000 was the aggregate of tractor 
sales in this territory during the past 
season. Allowing a quarter section of 
cultivation to each tractor, this means 
an aggregate of 40,000 acres can be 
now cultivated by these newly pur- 
chased tractors. But counting all the 
available tractors it will mean that of 
the crop of T918 in this territory that 
close to 100,000 acres will be culti- 
vated by tractors. 

Times are rapidly changing. But a 
few years ago oxen were the chief 
power of the pioneer homesteaders in 
the land that but a short while before, 
was the stamping ground of the wild 
buffalo, The tractors turn the prairie 
upside down at a rapid rate. With 
present prices for grain the operation 
brings vast financial results to the 
whole trade of both city and district,

Mr. Flynn heard the call of the west, 

and came to Alberta from Ontarlo, 

and to put it in his own words, at that 
time he was not overburdened with | 
this world’s goods. At that time 
there were no railroads operating in 
this country except the C.P.R, to Cal- 
gary, the C, & ©, and the two} 
branches known as the Lacombe! 
branch, running to Stettler, and the 

Wetaskiwin branch to Daysland. Mr. | 

Flynn finally decided that Stettler 

should be his mecca, and driving from | 

there, he located the homestead which | 
is now his home. 

The land of his choosing lay in the} 
neighborhood of the famous Ribstone 
'Creek, adjacent to some of the old- 
‘time ranches and 90 miles from the 
Nearest railroad town, but not daunt- 
,ed by the utter loneliness of the scene, | 
jhe bought a pair of cayuses, trailed 
}out to his possession, and went to} 
work, 

15 Acres, Cabin, Sod Barn. 

That year he broke 15 acres, put up 
/a log cabin and a sod barn, and stack- | 
‘ed a little hay for the cayuses and the | 
couple of cows that he had obtained 
as wages for work done for neighbor- 
ing ranchers.
